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Claims 1-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,689,404. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because it is not 
seen that the method of regulating iodine prophylaxis that uses and iodine 
fortification compound alone constitutes unobviousness. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) 
so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right 
to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by 
multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USRQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937. 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorlngton, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a 
nonstatutory double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or 
patent is shown to be commonly owned with this application. See 37 
CFR 1.130(b).

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

The claims contain typographical errors in the spelling of the histidine and 

claim 2 and tyrosine in claim 3. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Page 14 of the specification contains sources of infonnation. 
Examiner requests tliat the subject matter of page 14 be cancelled from the 
specification and resubmitted in the form of an information disclosure 
statement.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Swolinski in light of Food Proteins. 

Swolinski discloses iodated casein, which is fed to horses. Food 
Proteins is cited to show that casein contains histidine and tyrosine. The 
intended use of the compound does not alone can7 patentable weight in a 
composition. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Swolinski. 

Swolinski discloses iodated casein that is fed to either horses or cows. 
Food Proteins is cited to show that casein contains histidine and tyrosine. 
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Milk is the sole source of nutrients and proteins for young animals. One 
would anticipated that the proteins readily release any bound iodine for use 
in the body as an essential mineral. But the intended use if the compound 
does not alone carry patentable weight in a composition..
